Teacher Pay Offer More 
Than Six Per Cent 


By Linda S. Corbett 


The Andover School Com- 
mittee this week announced an 
official ‘‘hard’’ offer of a six 
percent raise to the Andover 
teachers, for the current school 
year and again in 1976-77. 

They also, however, cited 
figures to show that most 
teachers would actually be 
receiving a lot more. 

In a presentation to his 
colleagues Monday night, Com- 
mitteeman David R. Ahouse 
made a point of deleting the 
words ‘‘in principle.’’ Last 
month they agreed “in prin- 
ciple’’ to six percent across the 


board increases recommended 
by a mediator in the teacher 
contract dispute. 

He also reported that the An- 
dover Education Association, 
who had walked out of the last 
mediation session, had respond- 
ed with a new ‘‘hard’’ request 
for a 12 percent increase in both 
years. When they walked out, 
the AEA claimed the school 
board’s last official offer was 
two percent. 

While the two groups have 
been meeting since, both sides 
are waiting for the beginning of 


the fact-finding stage of 
negotiations, scheduled to begin 
Dec. 9. 

While explaining the six-six, 
across-the-board offer, Ahouse 
said that the raises would ac- 
tually add up to much more, ex- 
cept for teachers already at the 
top of their pay schedules. 

The teachers would also be 
receiving regular ‘‘step’’ and 
‘‘track’’ increases. One ad- 
vances a step simply by virtue 
of a year’s experience, while 
track changes are earned with 
additional in-service credits or 


graduate degrees. In-service 
training is offered free, Ahouse 
said, and the costs of outside 
courses approved for such 
credit, are reimbursed. 
Ahouse said that increases 


for Andover teachers from 1971- - 


72 to 1974-75, had actually 
averaged out to a total of $2848, 
or 27.6 percent each, for the 
three-year period. 

A teacher at Bachelors Step 6 
last year, Ahouse said, received 
$10,157. This year, at Bachelors 
Step 7 with the six percent in-

A civil rights suit seeking damages in the amount 
of $1 million has been filed in U. S. District Court, 
Boston, against Supt. of Schools Kenneth R. Seifert, 
High School Principal Philip Wormwood and Robert

The suit, filed by Coleman ‘‘pro se’’ (by himself) 
cites actions by the administrators in filling the posi- 
tion of High School Building monitor, a position for 
which he filed application.

4.2% of Budget 


Essex County communities are 
devoting from 1.4% to 6.% of 
their community budget for the 
operation of Essex County 
government, a study by Assistant 
County Planning Director 
Thomas C. Goff, Jr. of Peabody 
has disclosed. 

The highest per centage of a 
community budget for county 
government is Rockport, which 
devotes 6.4% of its budget to 
county government. The lowest 
is Haverhill with only 1.4% of its 
budget. 

The county tax assessment is 
based on a state mandated for- 
mula including population and 
property valuation. 

The county operates the court 


systems, the jails, the County 
Engineer’s office and the 
Registries of Deeds at Salem and 
Lawrence. 

In additin the county now has 
an Economic Development Cor- 
poration; Tourist Council; Plan- 
ning Department; Federal Funds 
office and Purchasing Depart- 
ment whose services are 
available to the 34 cities and 
towns. 

Andover’s share of county 
costs amounts to $570,062.83, 
representing 4.2 per cent of the 
town's total $13,647,370 annual 
budget. In North Andover, tax- 
payers pay 3.2 per cent of their 
total budget for county 
operations, or $323,717.42.

$250,000 as presented in the ap- 
praisal done by the R. M.

A third motion, to offer 
Sacred Heart $350,000 for the 
entire parcel should agreement 
not be reached on the purchase 
of the land only, was rejected 
by the committee on a 4-3 vote. 


The selectmen received the 
report and said the matter 
would be discussed at a later 
date, thanking the committee 
for its work on the study and 
research surrounding the 
recommendations. 

While the matter was not sub- 
ject for discussion at the 
meeting, Acting Chairman 
George E. Heseltine relaxed 
the rules to allow George Fan- 
tini, president of the Friends of 
Shawsheen Neighborhood 
Association to address the 
board on the matter. 


In a statement from the 
association, Fantini expressed 
concern over the disposition of 
the Sacred Heart property. He 
said the group was 
‘“‘unalterably opposed,’’ to any 
rezoning which would allow the 
property to be used for in- 
dustrial or commercial use. 
Every effort should be made to 
preserve the open space provid- 
ed within the parcel. 

“We feel that Shawsheen suf- 
fers from a disproportionate 
amount of traffic and conges- 
tion and unsightliness because 
of industrial and commercial 
use already. What is at stake 
here, is the safety of our 
children and the character of 
our neighborhood,’’ Fantini 
said,

Richard J. Collins, Andover 
High’s winning football and 
track coach, has captured yet 
another title: he’s Andover’s

On the heels of two Super

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Christ Church Fulfillirent Of Marland’s 


Editor’s Note: The following is 
excerpted from ‘Walking 
Together From The Past Into The 
Future,” a short history of the 
parish of Christ Church, Andover, 
written by W. Patterson. 

On the deck of the good ship 
‘“‘Two Pollies’’, bound from 
Liverpool, England to the new 
world stood a young textile 
worker, Abraham Marland, 29, 
and his bride Mary. His -only 


~resources were same haleo of 


‘vouren Clown In the hold and, in 
his pocket, his mother’s ‘‘Book of 
Common Prayer.’’ Abraham’s 
mother had died when he wae 
only four, and he lived with his 
uncle, whose family were dis- 
senters, but Abraham had a 
passionate devotion to his 
mother’s Church of England. As 
he stood on the bow, seeking his 
fortune in the New World, he 
vowed “I solemnly vow to my 
God and Saviour that I shall plant 
my mother’s church somewhere 
in America, if I prosper.”’ 

And prosper Abraham Marland 
did, first in Beverly and Lynn- 
field, then in Andover, where he 
came in 1807, and in 1834 founded 
the Marland Manufacturing 
Company. No longer a poor im- 
migrant, Abraham had become a 
leading businessman of Andover. 
His wife had joined the South 
church, and Marland attended 
services there, but never forgot 
his vow: ‘‘There shall be an 
Episcopal Church in this village 
even if the whole cost is borne by 
myself alone.” 

In 1834 the town of Andover, 
then including North Andover, 
had a population of 4,800. For 
nearly two centuries, the 
Congregational Church had been 
virtually the only recognized 
church in Andover - and there 
were three Congregational 
Churches - First, (North An- 
dover) South and West Parishes 
in Andover. The religious life of 
the town also was dominated by 
the powerful Calvinistic in- 
fluence of the Andover 
Theological Seminary up on the 
hill of the Phillips Academy cam- 
pus. A Methodist and Baptist 
Church had been begun in a small 
way, but there was some stir 
about this and the Methodist dis- 
banded in 1840. 

Yet Abraham \Marland’s

remarkable religious tolerance, 
interest and help from the es- 
tablished churches in town. The 
first Episcopal service in An- 
dover was conducted in South 
Church on July 2,1835, although it 
was a doctrine and liturgy with 
which they were not in sym- 
pathy. The Bank Hall (present 
site of Merrimack National 
Bank) was the site of more 
worship services. In August, 
1625, twenty-three men agreed to 
form The Episcopal Society, and 
many of those same men - Cobb, 
Viark, Flint, Derby, Frye, 
Valney..John Marland - are found 
on the oldest graves in the 


graveyard behind Christ Church 
today. The tolerance and 
friendship fo South Church was 
truly remarkable. At Christmas, 
1835, says an Episcopal journal 
entry of that date, ‘‘Our good 
friends across the road not only 
offered us the use of their 
church, but at a time when even a 
Christmas tree was an abomina- 
tion to most Andoverians, allow- 
ed Bishop Griswold to conduct 
the service among Christmas 
Lights and Christmas 
decorations, according to our 
beloved ritual.”’ 

The parish of Christ Church 


was established in 1856, and until 


the first Christ church was built, 
the Masonic Hall often served as 
a sanctuary, but on Oct. 31, 1837, 
the first church was completed - 
A pure neoclassic wooden 
building, with four fluted 
columns, crowned by a wooden 
bell tower. It was consecrated in 
1837, and the following day, the 
Reverend Samuel Full, Jr. 
(whose descendants gave 
Phillips Academy its Memorial 
Bell Tower) arrived as its first 
rector. He used the Rose Cottage 
as his parsonage, a _ historical 
place. It was there that General 
Lafayette had addressed the 
town on his trip through New 
England in 1825. 

Abraham Marland, who had 
vowed to plant his mother’s 
church somewhere in America, 
now saw his dream come true, 
and the Marland family paid half 
the $6,000 required to build it. 
Marland gave the land upon 
which the Church was built, and, 
with his son, the burial ground 
behind, the entire property 
enlarged later to beocme one of 


CO 


the largest church properties in 
Massachusettts. Abraham 
Marland truly was the Father of 
that Parish. Pews were sold to 
the new members, with the 
Marlands buying nearly a third of 
the pews. 

There followed 50 years of 
steady growth, during which the 
women of the Church, by their in- 
dustry in the Sewing Circle and 
its later reincarnations, sewed 
for missionaries, and raised 
money for church needs, just as 
the Thrift Shop does now. Among 
the many ministers of this long 


period was Reverend James 
Phomsun, the grandfather of our 


oldest living parishioner, 
Eleanor Thomson Castle, who 
was baptized in the first Christ 
Church, and as a small child, 
watched it burn to the ground in 


1886, just as plans for a new 


“church were being made. 


Parishioners rushed in to.save 
the Communion Table, in sue 
from 1837 to the present, and the 


Marland Communion Service. All 


else, the old bell, even the coins, 
were melted or destroyed in the 
fire. But this meant the new 
church could be built on the same 
site as the old, and the corner 
stone of the present Christ 
Church was laid in the summer of 
1886. Since then the parish has 
weathered two World Wars and 
the Korean and Vietnam Wars 
have touched its parishioners’ 
lives. :

WASHINGTON — There is a 
growing concern in the highest 
circles of government that many 
American prisons violate the 
constitutional rights of inmates. 
_ Conditions behind prison 

walls are chaotic. The suicide 
rate among prisoners is alar- 
mingly high. Homosexual rape, 
extortion, and other forms of 
violence are rampant. Racial 
tensions are explosive. 

Yet the prison system itself, 
many experts feel, does little 
more than exacerbate the situa- 
tion. 

Many correctional institutions 
are overcrowded, with prisoners 
herded together like animals. 
Psychiatric care is woefully in- 
adequate, and the insane mingle 
freely with the sane. 

Prisoners are lorded over by 
guards, often of low caliber, who 
are afraid of the inmates and 
react by treating them brutally. 
Inmates who attempt to im- 
prove themselves and their lot 
are discouraged and sometimes 
openly punished 

In many instances, conditions 
are so bad that prisoners can 
claim their Constitutional 
guarantees against “cruel and 
unusual punishment” have been 
violated. 

The American people, 
moreover, seem to be turning 
their faces away from the 
prisons, much as many good

Alarming Prison Conditions

Germans chose to ignore Adolf 
Hitler’s concentration camps. 

We recently smuggled our re- 
porter Terry Repak into the an- 
cient and notorious Clinton 
Prison in Dannemora, N.Y., to 
check on conditions there. Her 
experience verified our worst 
suspicions. 

Physical conditions at the 125- 
year-old maximum security in- 
stitution were hopelessly defi- 
cient: musty brick cell blocks, 
roach-infested beds, and an exer- 
cise yard the size of a grade 
school playground. Although 
Clinton’s 2,000 inmates are 75 per 
cent black, our reporter did not 
see a single black guard or ad- 
ministrator strolling the prison 
grounds. 

More disturbing, however, 
were the indignities suffered by 
the inmates under the supervi- 
sion of the 71-year-old warden J. 
Edwin LaVallee -- otherwise 
known as Clinton’s “Godfather.” 
Among them were these: 

— Harassment of prisoners for 
their religious and political 
beliefs. ‘““Non-conformists,” we 
learned, are summarily tossed 
into the prison’s infamous Unit 
14, known as “the box.” 

— False accusations and 
charges entered against inmates, 
who are then refused access to 
their files, are thus unable to de- 
fend themselves, and are fre- 
quently severely disciplined as a 


result. 

— Obstruction of prisoners’ at- 
tempts to establish an effective 
grievance committee, as 
prescribed by New York law. 
Several inmates who were ac- 
tive in such a group last year 
were rewarded with lengthy 
stays in “the box.” 

— Blatant interference with 
the prisoners’ mail. Even letters 
from legal representatives, 
which are supposed to be sacro- 
sanct, are often held up for 
weeks while authorities open, 
read and re-staple them. 

— Denial of basic rights and 
privileges. In one case, a man 
accused of stabbing an inmate 
asked the prison chaplain to 
represent him before a meeting 
of the authorities. The chaplain 
received the accused man’s let- 
ter one month after he had been 
tried and dispatched to another 
facility. 

Clinton is by no means unique. 
The United States clearly needs 
a new prison system, one in 
which those who are not 
menaces to society are not 
locked up with those who are. 

Spanish Bases: For months 
now, American representatives 
have been negotiating with 
Spanish diplomats for the 
renewal of leases on four US. 
military bases in Spain. An 
“agreement in principle” was 
reached in October. The United 
States would gain rights to the 
bases for five years, in return for 
loans and grants to Madrid. 

Then Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco's health began to 
fail, and the matter has been in 
limbo ever since. Spanish and 
American representatives have 
met only once since Franco 
became ill. At that meeting the 
Spaniards told the American en- 
voys that nothing could be done 
until Spain’s uncertain leader- 
ship situation is cleared up.

That could take some time. 
Many intelligence analysts anti- 
cipate that Spain will erupt in 
civil war in the wake of Franco's 
death. Indeed, Spaniards 
mockingly refer to the Gener- 
alissimo’s successor, Prince Juan 
Carlos, as “Juan the short-lived.” 

The State Department, 
nevertheless, is convinced the 
USS. will be able to close the deal 
on the bases within a few weeks. 
Congressional experts have ad- 
vised the diplomats to wait a 
while before committing them- 
selves to any new regime. 

The Spaniards, incidentally, 
would get very little in return for 
the American bases. They will 
receive about $600 million in 
loans over the five-year period, 
and about $16 million a year in 
grants. There will be an intense, 
negative reaction in Spain, some 
analysts predict, when those 
figures become public there. 

Pentagon Plumbers: At the 
Pentagon, investigators are busy 
looking for leakers again. 

Someone at the Defense 
Department blew the whistle on 
duck-hunting trips paid for by 
military lobbyists, and now the 
brass hats are trying to find out 
who “tattled” on them. 

One innocent employee who is 
being checked is Ernest 
Fitzgerald. He is the man who 
first told Congress about the in- 
credible cost overruns on the 
C-5A cargo plane. For being a 
good citizen, he has been 
harassed ever since. 

Try A Horse: Mail service is 
so bad in Stockton, Kansas, that 
the residents petitioned their 
congressmen to work for the 
return of the Pony Express. At 
least then, they say, they’d get 
their Sunday paper from 
Topeka.

Explaining The Matter Of Counsel

This week we might find it profitable to move 
from our usual field of observation to consider 
another matter which has intrigued town watchers 
and other citizens as well. - The matter of counsel 
for the Regan case. While it is not, strictly, in the 
field of education, it does fall under the premise on 
which these articles are being written - i.e. “the 
tightly related series of events’’ beginning with the 
election of Frank Griggs to the School Committee. 

It will come as no surprise to any taxpayer that 
the power to tax is the power to destroy. With this 
in mind it is puzzling to see two of our fellow 
townsmen, former school committeemen John 
Wragg and John Lyons refusing counsel offered 
them by the selectmen. Because George Olesen is 
still a member of the committee his situation is 
somewhat different and we will not be looking at his 
reasons for accepting town’s counsel. _ 

If the average man were Le 
to be sued for an amount, 
which, if he were forced to 
pay it, could destroy him, 
or, at the very least, could 
greatly dim his prospects 
for the next ten years, one 
might think he would 
clutch at any and all 
assistance, financial or otherwise, which anyone 
might offer; any other course seems terribly 
wrong-headed. Why do Wragg and Lyons in their

difficulty refuse the selectmen’s offer of the 
counsel and the concomitant offer of help in seeking 
indemnification from the town? One cannot look 
into their heads but one can speculate on the 
reasons for their actions. 

The lawyer-client relationship is similar, in many 
ways, to the doctor-patient relationship. Ideally the 
climate is warm, friendly, mutually confidence in- 
spiring, and actively supportive. The doctor is 
single mindedly devoted to curing you of whatever 
it is that ails you: the good attorney is single 
mindedly devoted to winning your Case, and 
because of his single mindedness a very real spirit 
of camaraderie springs up between you as the case 
progresses. Your attorney emerges, not simply as 
another faceless individual in the judicial process, 
but in a very real sense as a friend and aggressive 
advocate, fully persuaded of the justice of your 
cause. You, for your part, are expected to assist 
counsel in the preparation of the case, to be on hand 
in the courtroom and to assist as the struggle un- 


folds. So you become a team - counsel as a source of 
reassurance to you: You as a source of fact on 
which counsel will press your claims. Briefly and 
very importantly counsel is ‘‘on your side.” If the 
selectmen were to appoint counsel for Wragg and 
Lyons, the lawyer-client relationship would be subt- 
ly and seriously altered, and the counsel would be 
the town’s counsel and neither Wragg’s nor Lyons’. 

Under such an arangement counsel is answerable 
to the selectmen and his primary responsibility is 
to the town of Andover. This is understandable and 
defensible - he who pays the bill calls the turn - but 
its practical effect is to make Wragg’s and Lyons’ 
interests secondary to those of the town. The argu- 
ment that those interests are identical is weak. 
They may be the same at many points, but at other 
points they may not, and those points can be critical 
to the way in which the case is resolved. Some of us 
may argue that the interests of the town are 
transcendent - and, in truth, we expect the 
selectmen to place the interests of the town first - 
but it would be difficult to convince Wragg and 
Lyons on this point. And so, in the six or more 
foregoing paragraphs we have already developed a 
wide divergence of priority - Wragg’s and Lyons’ in- 
terests, on the one hand, and the town’s on the 
other. The question of whose interests come first 
has other implications. 

If Wragg and LYons accept the selectmen ap-

Decisions regarding whom to depose*, what 
witness to call, what lines of questioning to follow, 
the development of court room strategy, at what 
point, if any, to make a settlement, whether or not 
to appeal in the event of an adverse decision - all 
these are judgments central to a successful 
defense. One obvious point here - a settlement may 
be offered in an amount less than the amount of the 
damages sought. The best interest of the town may 
be, in the judgment of the selectmen, to settle. But 
the best interest of Wragg and Lyons must be, and 
is, in truth, complete vindication. 

At this point some of us may argue that Wragg’s 
and Lyons’ interests are being served since the 
selectmen have indicated that they will help the 
former school committeemen seek indemnification 
from the town, but this is a prickly area, too. In the 
event of an adverse decision Wragg and Lyons can 
be indemnified only by a vote of town meeting, and 
this means a warrant article. Because it would be a 
financial article it will require action of the finance 
committee - with an approval far from certain.

Pp 
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Bond Issue Gets Excellent Rating 


Andover’s credit rating, 
termed excellent, has resulted 
in the town being able to obtain 
bonds for major construction 
projects at 6.10 per cent, also 
considered excellent in view of 
current circumstances surroun- 
ding the economy. 

The selectmen Monday night 
approved the sale of $2,320,000 
in bonds for the West Andover 


In New 


New England economic in- 
dicators for September showed 
continued slow improvement in 
several sectors of the region’s 
economy. Employment at 
manufacturing plants in 
September showed the first 
monthly gain since the third 
quarter of 1974, the average 
workweek of factory production 
workers continued to increase 
and residential construction con- 
tract awards rose over the 
month. The measures of 
economic activity are revealed 
by statistics published in the 
Bank’s monthly periodical, New 
England Economic Indicators. 

Manufacturing employment in 
New England increased to 1,276,- 
600 on a seasonally adjusted basis 
from 1,274,900 in August. Small 
as it was, the gain in factory jobs 
was the first increase since the 
summer of 1974. Employment 
gains were registered in both 
durable and nondurable plants 
across New England, except in 
Connecticut where there were 
curtailed operations and work 
stoppages. 

The workweek of factory 
production workers increased to 
39.9 hours from 39.7 hours in 
August, reinforcing the gain 
registered in employment. New 
England factories’ workweek 
also continued to average slightly 
longer than the national average 
of 39.7 hours. 

Nonmanufacturing employ- 
ment declined slightly in 
September on a seasonally ad- 
justed basis as a result of greater 
than usual seasonal staff reduc- 
tions in some areas and less than 
usual expansion in other areas, 
such as retail and wholesale 
trade. The decline in non- 
manufacturing activities more 
than offset the small job gain in 
manufcturing and resulted in a 
reduction in nonfarm employ- 
ment in September after two con- 
secutive monthly gains. 

September output of the 
region’s manufacturing plants 
averaged 96 percent of the 1967 
average, as measured by the 
Bank’s index of manufacturing 
activity, slightly lower than the 
upward revised August level. The 
region’s nondurable goods in- 
dustries continue to provide the 
major source of improvement in 
production from the recession 
lows. 

Contracts for residential and 
nonresidential construction pro- 
jects rose in September but were

Slight Improvement Shown 
England Economy 


still below the level of a year ago. 
Contract awards for nonbuilding 
projects continued to decline. 
This reflects, at least in part, the 
budget stringencies affecting 
government-financed projects. 
In the consumer sector of the 
economy, the national consumer 
price index continued to advance 
during Sepember to 163.6 percent 
of the 1967 average. Food prices, 
however, declined slightly both 
in the nation and in the Boston 
area. Retail sales statistics, 
while lagging a month, increased 
during August. The sales gains 
were recorded primarily at non- 
durable goods stores. Personal 
income payments, seasonally 
adjusted, declined slightly in 
August, with small gains in 
Connecticut, Maine, New 
Hampshire and Rhode Island 
offset by reductions in 
Massachusetts and Vermont. 
Personal income payments in 
each of the New England states 
were up from year-ago levels, 
with gains in nonwage and salary 
payments offsetting cutbacks in 
payrolls in some areas. Con- 
sumer installment credit out- 
standing at commercial banks, 


Andover’s double A rating 
and other financial records 
were considered in the bidding 
eight companies bidding on the 
issues with rates ranging from 
the 6.10 to a high of 7.60.

The original estimate of the

Unemployment rates in New 
England averaged 12.6 percent in 
September on a seasonally ad- 
justed basis, up from 12.0 percent 
in August and 6.7 percent a year 
ago. While the actual number of 
persons counted as unemployed 
declined in September, the 
decrease was well below the 
usual decline for the time of year 
and resulted in an increase in the 
seasonally adjusted rate. In some 
New England states the inclus- 
tion of persons who have ex- 
hausted their benefits under 
supplementary unemployment 
insurance programs continues to 
inflate estimates of the number 
of persons without jobs in the 
area. The continued high level of 
the unemployment rate tempers 
prospects for a quick speedup in 
the economic recovery rate for 
the region.

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Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert said Monday night that 
he didn’t have any hard 
evidence that Andover teachers 
weren't doing their jobs. 

However, he admitted that 
the job action the teachers have 
been taking since September, 
has cutback a lot of the ‘“‘ex- 
tras’’ the system used to have. 

The teachers, until they have 
a new contract, have been 
adhering to the ‘‘letter’’ of last 
year’s contract, by arriving at 
school only 15 minutes before 
class, and staying only 30 
minutes after. 

The contract also requires 
them to spend six out-of-class 
hours a month as assigned. 

Seifert said those time 
frames have allowed teachers 
to have their parent-teacher 
conferences, faculty meetings, 
bus duties, even some in- 
service training. He said they 


have been providing assistance 


to students in informal after- 
school sessions, at lunch time, 
and during teacher planning 


Central 
Office Not 


In Union 


Every time he goes to the 
supermarket, Associate 
Superintendent Harry Westcott 
said Monday night, someone 
takes him aside and 
says, ‘What’s this about you join- 
ing the Teamsters?”’ 

‘“‘T never have been, nor am I 
now,’ Westcott said, ‘‘a member 
of a union.”’ 

The confusion arose over the 
news last week that the ad- 
ministrators, Unit B of the An- 
dover Education Association, 
had joined the Teamsters. Unit B 
consisted of the principals and 
assistant principals. 

Central Office administrators, 
including Westcott, Superinten- 
dent Kenneth R. Seifert, Per- 
sonnel Manager Robert Olsson 
and Assistant Business Manager 
Sam Arcidy, are not in a union.

crease, he would receive $11,151 
- - an increase of $994 or 9.79 
percent. 

If, at the same time, he ad- 
vanced to the Bachelors +30 
track, at Step 7, he would 
receive $11,800 - - an overall 
hike of $1,643, or 16.2 percent 
more than he received last 
year. 

Looking ahead to the second 
year of a new contract, Ahouse 
said that the same person would 
advance, by step alone, to 
Bachelors Step 8 in 1976-77, or 
$12,227 - - a total two-year hike 
of $2,071, or 20 percent. 

If he had ‘‘jumped track’’ to 
Bachelors +30 Step 7 this year, 
he would advance to Bachelors 

+30 Step 8 in 1976, at $12,916. 

That would represent a total 

two-year hike of $2,759, or 27.2 

percent total incrase. 

The new six-six figures would 
bring starting salaries up to 
$9068 this year and $9612 in 1976- 
77. The top of the Masters +60 
scale would be upped from $16,- 
899 last year, to $17,913 this 
year and $18,988 in 1976-77. 

Only those teachers already 
at the top of their scales would 
receive a minimum of six per- 
cent, Ahouse went on, adding 
that there are ‘‘quite a few’’ at 
the top of the Masters +60 
schedule. 

Chairman Frank Griggs, who 
had called the hard six-six offer 
‘rock hard,’’ added that the 
three-year average of 28 per- 
cent increases for teachers was 
‘just’ am average” arid that ‘‘a 


time. 

Where teachers are being 
paid for extra-curricular ac- 
tivities, he said, those are ‘‘be- 
ing carried out well.’ Where 
they’re not being paid, he said, 
the activities are practically 
nonexistent. 

He said the job action, 
however, has caused general 
deterioration of relationships 
between the administrators and 
the faculty, with very little in- 
teraction before and after 
school. 

The administrators have 
belonged to Unit B of the An- 
dover Education Association, 
while the teachers are Unit A. 
However, the administrators 
have not been taking part in any 
job action and have declared 
their intention to leave the AEA 
for the Teamsters Union. 

Essentially, Seifert said, the 
job action has revealed that 15 
minutes before school and 30 
minutes after are not enough 
time to do the job, but that once 
the new contract is signed, 


lot of people are making a lot 
more.”

cent in North Andover. It 
depends on the base used and 
other factors.” 

Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert added that track 
changes cost the town about 
$55,000 each year, and that the 
expense part of the in-service 
budget alone, not counting 
salaries, amounts to another 
$40,000. 

Committeeman George 
Olesen agreed that ‘“‘we have to 
relate it in bucks, not percen- ° 
tages.” 

“T feel we’re being more than 
adequately fair to the staff 
monetarily,’’ he said. ‘‘Hopeful- 
ly this will be reflected in the 
attitude of the AEA’s 
negotiating team.”’ 

Olesen added that if the six- 
six offer were accepted, the 
least a teacher on the bachelors 
degree scale would get over the 
next two years would be a hike 
of $1628, while the highest for 
that scale would be $3107. 

On the Bachelors +30 track, 
the increases would range from 
$1784 to $3406; on the Masters 
track, $1936 to $3800; the 
Masters +30, $2012 to $3836; 
and Masters +60, $2078 to $3920.

‘“‘We have counted very heavi- 
ly on volunteer time in the 
past,” he said. ‘‘The way we're 
going where everything is down 
in writing, not only are we go- 
ing to have to tighten up on 
programs, but we will end up 
with groupier instruction and 
less individual attention.”’

While we’re looking at the 
dollars and the time clock, he 
said there are also those who 
are giving what could be called 
“far and above a fair shake.” 

“Let’s identify the people 
who are doing their jobs,” he 
said, ‘‘and not sweep everyone 
with the same brush.”’ 

Chairman Frank Griggs 
questioned if the Andover 
teachers ‘‘are being honest 
when they say they’re living up 
to the letter of last year’s con- 
tract,’’ and upholding the 
school committee policies. 

He said he wants most of all 
to know what’s happening in the 
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area of student help, but added 
his concern over homework. ‘‘It 
seems to me,”’ he said, “that 
not only are they not grading 
homework, but they are making 
a point of telling their classes 
that they're not.” 

He said they weren't 
providing additional help to 
pupils as provided in the con- 
tract, and that they were Caus- 
ing ill feelings by not attending 
parent-teacher meetings. 

Associate Superintendent 
Harry Westcott is planning a 
report on homework policy ata 
December meeting, and in 
answer to a question about 
whether the teachers are put- 
ting in their extra six hours, 
said steps are being taken to log 
the hours and to determine how 
they’re being used.

Ahouse, however, suggested 
that close monitoring ‘‘will 
have long-term repercussions” 
and ‘‘could make matters 
worse.” 

“The administrators are go- 
ing to have to supervise those 
same teachers after the con- 
tract,’’ he said. ‘‘I would like to 
do as little as possible to es- 
calate the conflict.”’ 

Seifert admitted there may 
be ‘‘gray areas’’, where 
teachers may not be fulfillng 
their duties, and asked for ‘‘fac- 
tual, specific complaints,”’ 
which he could take to the 


“black and white of the con- 
tract.” 

As far as pupil help goes, he 
said, there is no place for con- 
tractual disagreement to come 
into play between the teacher 
and the child who needs help.

Exhibition Of Antiques 


Articles In Salem 


In 1875 the Ladies’ Centennial 
Committee of Salem held a large 
exhibition at the Essex Institute 
to raise money to send an exhibit 
from Salem to Philadelphia for 
the 1876 Centennial. Over six hun- 
dred ‘Antique Articles’’ were 
tastefully arranged to appeal 
‘directly to the patriotic pride of 
our citizens,’ and to illustrate 
the “Colonial, Provincial and 
Revolutionary periods’’ of 
American history. 

The Exhibition was received 
with great enthusiasm by the 
public and the press who main- 
tained that it was ‘‘one of the 
most unique and remarkable 
ever attempted in this city.” 
Civic pride overcame the 
reporter of the Salem Register as 
he recorded his impression of the 
exhibit on Dec. 20, 1875: ‘‘The 
resources of ancient Salem have 
developed a rich store of 
materials, and we doubt if any 
other city in the country could 
make so notable a display, or one 
sO rare and interesting in all 
respects.”’ Earlier a_ reporter 
from the Salem Gazette had 
noted that an ‘‘antiquarian 
friend’’ of his had told him that 
the Salem exhibit ‘‘would be the 
best in the country except the 
great centennial at Philadelphia 
in 1876.” 

On Dec. 15, the one hundredth 
anniversary of the Ladies’ 
Centennial Committee Exhibi- 
tion opening, the Institute will
